DELEGATES  HOLD       . 

DIFFERENT  VIEWS 
ABOUT  BLOCKADE 


Report  of  Committee  on  Economics  of  League 
Assembly  Gives  Occasion  for  Expression  of 
Diverse  Opinions — Groups  Debate  Over  Power 
of  Control  for  Council.  "^ 


LORD  ROBERT  CECIL'S  PROPOSAL 

FOR  COMPROMISE  IS  ACCEPTED 


GENEVA,  Dec.  7. — The  committee  on  economics  of  the  League 
of  Nations  Assembly  today  decided  that  no  member  of  the  League 
shall  be  permitted  to  blockade  an  ofTending  member  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  council  of  the  League  of  Nations,  but  that  it  may  reject 
the  decision  of  the  Council  if  it  believes  it  to  be  unjust. 

This  action  came  at  the  close  of  a  three-hour  debate  at  a  public 
session  of  the  committee  which  developed  two  definite  divisions  of 
opinion  among  the  states.  One  group,  led  by  Signor  Schanzer,  of  the 
Italian  delegation,  took  the  view  that  it  would  be  fatal  if  e^ch  power 
were  permitted  to  commence  a  blockade  whenever  it  considered  its 
course  right  and  without  a  decision  by  the  Council.  The  other  group, 
^ttre  spokesman^)T^wfilctf  was  HjaTmarBrlinting,  ofSweden,  "wlio  is^ 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  disarmament,  blockades  and  mandjites, 
opposed  placing  the  decision  in  the  hinds  of  the  Council. 

"My  country  will  never  yield  to 
the  Council  the  right  to  decide  when 
»  blockade  shall  be  Instituted," 
Brantlng  awerted. 

Lord  Robert  Cecil,  representing 
Bouth  Africa,  suggested  a  compromise 
permitting  states  to  reject  a  decision 
by  the  Council  If  the  states  thought 
the  decision  was  not  right.  H.  A.  L. 
Fiaher,-  also  of  the  Brltiah  delegation, 
emphasised  the  necessity  of  setting 
up  at  once  some  sort  of  temporary 
machinery,  which  could  ana  probably 
would  be  filtered  at  tho  next  session.

He  believed 
the  best  way  would  be  for  Canadians 
to  export  thei^  goods  to  Roumanl.x 
and  receive  goods  in  exchange  in- 
stead of  money.

Socialistic  candidate  for  presi- 
dent in  the  last  election,  received 
nearly  950,000  votes — the  greatest 
number  polled  by  a  Socialistic  presi- 
dential nominee  in  the  country's  his- 
tory, and  approximately  twice  the 
Socialistic  vote  of.l91(. 

Available  official  and  unofficial 
returns  from  all  but  seven  states 
show  that  Debs  polled  900,563,  which, 
added  to  tho  seven  states'  Socialistic 
vote  four  years  ago — 48.366 — would 
give  him  a  total  of  968.929.

Louisiana, 
Montana.  New  Mexico.  North  and 
South    Dakota   and    Texas.

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Pueyrredon  Says  His  Country

GENEVA,  Dec.  7. — Honorio  Pueyr- 
redon, head  of  the  Argentine  dele- 
gation, Just  before  his  departure  from 
Paris  tonight,  Informed  the  Asso- 
ciated Press  that  Argentina's  with- 
drawal from  the  Assembly  probably 
would  be  followed  shortly  by  a  formal 
declaration  of  its  intention  to  leave 
the  League. 

"The  only  condition  under  which 
Argentina  will  resume  her  place  .is 
the  adoption  of  her  four  proposals  in 
substance,"  said  Senor  Pueyrredon. 
"Argentina's  notlflcatlon  of  her  de- 
sire to  quit  the  League  entirely  may 
be  construed'as  dating  from  the  day 
we  left  the  Assembly,  and  unless  the 
Assembly  acts  favorably  on  my 
amendments,  Argentina  will  declare 
herself  out  of  the  League  at  the  ex- 
piration of  two  years,  as  provided  In 
the  covenant. 

"I  am  more  convinced  than  ever 
that  the  course  I  have  adopted  is 
Just,  and  the  only  possible  one  under 
the  circumstances.  I  have  had  many 
cablegrams  congratulating  me  from 
Argentina,  and  the  President  upholds 
me.  I  am  greatly  encouraged  by  the 
upeeches  by  American  congressmen 
in  support  of  my  decision. 

"The  Assembly  will  have  to  adopt 
the  four  proposals  I  offered  if  the 
League  is  to  be  made  a  world-wide 
instrumenf  to  prevent  war,  such  as 
lis  originator  intended."

"At  present  there  is  a  very  grave  danger  that  the  country  may 
get  statements  on  false  premises  and  that  there  may  be  foolish  and 
ill-timed  actions.     My  advice  to  the  people  is  to  hold  fast." 

It  is  reported  the  police  are  endeavoring  to  discover  whence

DUBLIN,  Dec.  7 — Patrick  O'Keefe,  '

Sir  Robert,  in  his  statement,  aum- 
marlxed  the  chief  objections  In  point 
of  principle  raised  by  the  memoran- 
dum, which  pointed  out  that  Article 
X.  involves  an  undertaking  by  the 
high  contracting  parties  to  preserve 
the  territorial  Integrity  and  existing 
political  independence  of  all  Statae. 
membere  of  the  League. 

It  furfher  observed  that  "the  on- 
dertaking  seems  to  involve,  initially, 
a  careful  survey,  conxideration  and 
determination  of  all  territorial  ques- 
tions between  the  various  States." 
and  declares  that  even  if  such  a  aur- 
vey  were  practlcabie.  It  would  fea 
Impoeaible  to  forecast  tha  fntura. 

Sir    RotMrt's    statement      followa: 

"Reference  haa  recently  been  mado 
to  a  memorandum  prepared  by  me. 
in  consultation  with  my  colleagues, 
in  which  certain  observations  and 
criticisms  were  made  with  raapeet  to 
the  first  draft  of  tha  ttcvenant  of 
tha  Laacue  of  Nations.

Truce  Effort* 

Efforts  to  arrange  a  truce  in  Ire- 
land were  the  domtnatlni;  topic  of 
this  mofninc's  newspapers  which 
printed  many  rumors  fathered  In 
L.ondon  and  Dublin.  These  shbwcd 
intense  interest  in  the  situation  and  a 
wideai^ead  hope  for  definHe  results 
from  the  exchanges  of  views  now  un- 
derstood to  be  coing  on.  The 
-an^entth  of  ibis  hoy,  however,  wa^ 
greater  in  some  quarters  than  in 
others. 

One  Dublin  dispatch  declared  there 
was  no  chance  6f^a  truce  while  Ar- 
thur Griffith  and  the  Macneiil  broth- 
ers, prominent  8inn  Feeler  leaders, 
wi6re  kept  In  prison,  while  another 
toolc  the  view  that  the  irreconcilablcs 
of  the  Iriah  Republican  Brotherhood 
really  were  in  control  of  the  situation 
and  would  be  able  to  prevent  any  set- 
tlement which  did  not  recognlee  tht^r 
full  demands.  It  Is  generally  con- 
ceded that  conversations  have  not 
aK  yet  reached  the  stage  of  definite 
negotiations.  A  certain  amount  of 
mystery  surrounds  the  whole  pro- 
ceeding, this  being  shown  by  the 
curious  divergence  of  reports  as  to 
who  is  actually  engaged  in  efforts 
to   bring  tibout  a   truce. 

Mysterious  Intermediary 

Vone  of  the  newspapers  nlentioned 
the  name  of  Father  Patrick  Joseph 
Clune,  nor  did  any  seem  aware  of  tho 
part  he  has  taken  in  the  exchange  of 
A-iews,  unless  vague  references  to  an 
anonymous  "^rish  Intermediary"  a.c 
intended  to  refer  to  him.  Speculation 
baa  for  some  time  centred  around  Q. 
W.  Russell  and  Sii  Horace  Plunkett. 
but  the  the  latter  said  last  evening, 
en  his  departure  for  America,  that  he 
was  unaware  of  any  negotiations, 
and  was  unable  to  see  any  sigti  of 
a  settlement. 

It  Is  unknown  hon;  far  ths  Rev. 
Mldhael  O'Flanagan.  acting  president 
of  the  Sinn  Fein,  is  supported  by 
leaders  of  his  party,  and  The  London 
I'Imes  understands  the  Oovemntient 
J  to  replying  to  his  telegrams  received 
I  here  on  Sunday  and  probably  will  ask 
him  whom  he  represents.  The  news- 
paper says  he  will  be  quesUoned  oa 
to  whether  ho  is  authorized  to  act  to 
the  extent  that  his  message,  implied, 
and  it  will  be  intimated  at  the  same 
time  that  the  Government's  intentions 
have  been  made  public  and  it  is  still 
open  to  receive  representations  from 
those  authorized  to  epeak  for  Ireland. 
It  Is  further  declared  by  The  Times 
that  Father  O'Flanagan's  message 
was  submitted  to  the  Cabinet  by  Pre- 
mier Lloyd  George  yesterday,  but 
no  definite  action  was  reported  to 
have  been  taken.         • 

The  telegram  from  Father  O'Flan- 
agan asked  Premier  Lloyd  George: 
"What  first  step  do  you  propose?" 

These  conflicting  reports  are  con- 
sidered indicative  of  the  secrecy  sur- 
rounding the  present  discussion. 
They  are  not  regarded  as  discounting 
tile  unquestioned  fact  that  the  move- 
ment is  going  on,  and  that  an  earnest 
effort  is  being  made  to  achieve  the 
desired  results.

rtation  to  Other  Domin- 
ions and  to  South  American 
Countries  Hampered  by 
Want  of  Banic  Facilities 


TORONTO,  Dec.  7.— Canada's  ex- 
port trade  with  AuBtiJalla,  South  Af- 
rica and  New  Zealand,  aa  well  as  witn 
the  Argentine  Kepubllc,  Cuba  and 
Urazil,  is  in  danger  of  being  wipel 
out,  some  of  tlie  manufacturers  of 
tills  city  say,  as  a  result  of  many 
of  the  banks  refusing  paper  upon 
tbe«e  countries.  This  commercial 
paper  is  turned  in  with  the  bills  of 
lading  attached,  and  heretofore  tiie 
banicj  have  advanced  upon  the  drafts 
made.     Now.   however,  this     la  being 


done  only  to  a  limited  extent,  be- 
cause these  countries  have  not  sy- 
c'lred  credits  in  London  aad  have  no 
n-achlnery  for  meeting  obligations 
within  a  reasonable  time. 

D.  A.  Cameron,  manager  of  the 
Toronto  branch  of  the  Canadian 
Bank  of  Commerce,  is  quoted  aa  s»y- 
Ing  that  most  of  the  dra/ts  with  bills 
of  lading  atUched  that  are  now  go- 
ing to  Australia,  New  Zealand  and 
South  Africa,  go  for  collection  only, 
but  if  they  had  established  credits 
at  London  there  would  be  no  trouble. 

At  present  Australia  Is  buying  soma 
115,000,000  worth  of  goods  a  year 
from  Canada,  and  New  Zealand  about 
110,000,000  worth. 

Banks  in  the  Antipodes  apparently 
have  made  no  effort  to  solve  the 
problem  and  provide  exchange 
against  goods  sold  to  customers. 

MR.  FERGIE'S  LIQUOR 

PROVES  EXPENSIVE 

SEATTLE,  Dec.  7. — Federal  Judge 
Jeremiah  Neterer  this  morning  finecl 
Harry  Fergie,  Vancouver.  B.C.,  con- 
tractor and  society  man,  $700  for  at- 
temtping  eo  bring  48  quarts  of  liquor 
into  Seattle  for  "a  party"  yesterday 
morning.  Fergie  was  arrested  by  cus- 
toms inspectors  when  he  drove  off 
the  Vancouver  steamship  in  a  high- 
priced  touring  car.  In  which  the  liquor 
was  concealed. 

Fergie's  large  car  was  forfeited  by 
the  court,  and  will  be  sold  by  the 
United  States  marshal. 

Fergie  appeared  in  court  this  morn- 
ing with  Attorney  Scott  Calhoun  and 
pleaded  giiilty  to  charges  of  violating 
tho  Volstead  Act.  The  fine  is  the 
most  severe  ever  recorded  her  against 
a  violator  of  tbe  NaUonal  Prohibition 
Act.

— Bx-King  Constan- 
tine received  98  per  cent  of  the  votes 
in  Sunday's  plebiscite  on  the  ques- 
tion of 'his  return  to  the  throne  of 
Greece,  it  is  announced  in  an  Athens 
dispatch  dated  Monday,  received  here 

today. 

The  voters  numbered  S00,(M>0nnore 
than  thu  total  in  the  recent  parlia- 
mentary  election. 

ATHENS,  Dec  7. — An  invitation 
will  be  extended  former  Kftig  Con- 
stantine to  return  to  Greece,  follow- 
ing (he  announcement  of  the  result  of 
Sunday's  plebiacite,  which  la.  expected 
to  be  made  tomorrow.  Plans  con- 
template an  escort  of  two  battle 
cruisers  for  Constantine.  Three  days 
of  rejoicing  will  follow  his  arrival 
here. 

The  Greeks  are  maintaining  a  most 
friendly  attitude  toward  foreigners, 
although  women  conducted  a  demon- 
stration before  the  French  Embassy 
on   Sunday. 

LUCERNE,  Dec.  T. — Former  King 
Constantine,  wliope  return  to  the 
Greek  throne  was  voted  for  by  the 
Greek  people  in  Sunday's  plebiscite, 
said  today  he  was  not  expecting  the 
government's  notification  to  return  to 
Greece  as  a.  result  of  the  vote  to 
come  today,  because  of  the  Greek 
superstition  that  Tuesday  Was  un- 
luckj'.  "It  is  Uke  your  Friday,"  he 
remarked.

PRINCE  FINDS  PEOPLE

LONDON,  Dec.  7. — Replying  to  an 
address  of  welcome  tendered  to  him 
today  by  the  City  of  London  on  the 
termination  of  his  tour  of  the  Empire, 
the  Prince  of  Wales  said: 

"The  British  people  never  were 
more  firmly  united  in  devotion  to  the 
Empire  and  its  head,  the  King,  than 
they  are  today.  It  has  been  no^merit 
of  mine,  but  merely  my  good  fortune, 
to  enable  that  devotion  once  more  to 
show  its  strength.  But  I  va^e  none 
the  less  the  generous  congr.atu!ationn 
offered  to  me  today  on  such  small 
services  as  my  tour  has  rendered  to 
that  great  British  comradeship  of 
which  this  great  city  is  the  heart."

LONDON,  Dec.  7.->-FlnancUl  con- 
ditions here  are  rather  strikingly 
illustrated  in  the  fact  that  seven 
towns,  Bootle,  Bournemouth,  Ipswich. 
Northampton,  Kotherham,  Stoke  and 
Wolverhampton,  have  issued  a  Joint 
loan  of  £4.000,000  at  <  per  cent. 

Well  orsr  90  per  cent  of  the  loan 
has  been  left  with  the  underwriters, 
except  in  the  cause  of  Bournemouth, 
where   67   per  cent  was  left. 

Industrial  iasves  lately  met  a  re* 
eeption  almost  equally  poor.  Tbe 
market  has  been  obviously  poor  late- 
ly, having  been  surfeited  with  nww 
Issues.  Even  handsome  yields  fall  to 
attract   investors. 


TORONTO,  Dec.  7. — A  note  of 
warning  to  prepare  for  deflation  was 
sounded  by  Premier  Drury  here  last 
night  at  a  church  congregational 
meeting. 
■^  v  "We  are  facing  another  crisis,  and  I 
would  advise  the  people  to  prepare 
to  meet  it."  said  the  Premier,  "Dur- 
ing the  war  men  and  women  sacrificed 
themselves,  and  in  all  their  troubles 
and  hardships  they  forget  their  per- 
sonal interest  for  the  general  good  of 
the  state. 

"The  oriels  will  be  upon  us  within 
the  next  four  or  five  months,"  he 
continued,  "and  whereas,  in  the 
past,  the  people  were  sustained,  we 
may,  in  the  time  approaching  forget 
our  public  duty  and  so  fail  to  solve 
the  problems.  I  have  been  told  that  it 
is  the  duty  of  the  state  to  feeif^  house 
and  clothe  the  people.

She  was  known  to  keep  a  considerable 
sum  In  cash  in  her  home,  and  a  roll  of 
what  appeared  to  be  burned  bills  was 
found  among  tlie  remains  of  her 
trunk  A  tin  containing  a  large 
quantity  of  burned  silver  money  was 
also  discovered.  This,  it  is  claimed 
destroys  the  theory  that  robberr  had 
been  the  motive  of  crime.

Stirring  Appeai  Made  by  Sir 
George  Foster  Leads  to 
Promises  of  Aid  From  Many 
Countries 


GENEVA.  D*c.  T.— War  asaln^L 
typhus  in  the  Near  Eaat  occupied  the 
a.ttentlon  of  thik  League  Assembly 
this  morning  to  the  exclusion  of  vir- 
tually all  ela«.  Th«  debate  waa  wide- 
spread In  its  scope,  the  representa- 
tives ot  all  climes  and  races  taking 
pare  Sir  George  E.  Foster,  of  the 
Canadian  delegation,  led  the  van  with 
a  ringing  appeal  to  the  vorld  to 
stamp  out  the  dread  disease,  which  lit 
gradually  spreading  over  Europe. 
Others  who  spoke  repreoented  India. 
China.  Pergls.  Norway,  Greece.  Spain, 
I^'rance,  Great  Britain,  Holland  and 
Roumania. 

A  large  part  of  the  £250,000  re- 
quired to  set  the  campaign  in  motion 
was  pledged,  and  the  committee 
which  will  be  appointed  to  get  the 
balance  probably  will  succeed  with- 
out much  difficulty. 

This  is  regarded  as  a  triumph  for 
the  Assembly  over  the  Council,  which 
had  twice  appealed  for  these  funds 
without  success. 

Sir  George's  Anoeal 

Sir  George  E.  Foster,  of  the  Can.i- 
dlan  delegation,  ntirred  the  Assembly 
by  an  eloquent  appeal  for  action 
against  the  typhus  in  Poland  and  the 
Near  East  In  general.  CanafJi  and 
Siam,  he  remarked,  were  the  only 
countries  that  had  responded  with 
cash  contributions  to  the  call  of  the 
Council  for  aid. 

"Let  It  not  be  said  that  the  flood- 
gates of  sympathy  »  are  closed,"  he 
cried.  "Let  It-not-  be  said  that  the 
sensibilities  of 'the  world  have  been 
dulled   to  such  Imperative  calls." 

A  member  of  the  Indian  delegation, 
the  Prince  of  Nawanagar,  gave  a 
vivid  description  of  the  ravages  of 
typhus  in  the  F.ast.  He  declared  the 
world  was  facing  In  this  a  graver 
emergency  than  the  situation  in  Ar- 
menia. 

Ur.  Frldtjof  Naneen,  the  Norwe- 
gian delegate,  said  that  typhui  could 
be  effectively  fought  with  the  price 
of  two  torpedo  boat  destroyers.  He 
proj^osed  the  naming  of  a  committee 
to  get  the  money. 

Sir  George  Foster's  reminder  to 
the  Assembly  that  much  money  had 
been  promised  in  aid  of  the  anti- 
typhus  campaign,  but  that  little  had 
been  paid  except  by  Slam  and  Can- 
ada, produced  a  decided  reaction 
among  the  delegates.  Representa- 
tives of  nations  In  all  corners  pf  the 
world  succeeded  one  another  at  the 
speaker's  stand  to  give  assurance  of 
the  co-operation  of  their  govern- 
ments in  the  work. 

Ignace  Jan  Paderewski,  of  Poland, 
pointed  out  the  grave  sanitary  condi- 
tions in  Poland,  due  to  the  fact  that 
moiro  than  two  million  prisoners  of 
war  and  refugees  had  passed  through 
Poland  since  1914  under  conditions 
that  made  it  impossible  to  prevent 
the    outbreak    of    disease. 

Prince  Arfa-Ed-Dowleh,  the  Per- 
sian delegate,  said  it  was  no  longer 
true  that  epidemics  were  brought 
Westward  from  Asia,  but  that  ty- 
phus was  invading  Persia  from  the 
West. 

Working  on  Plans 

Plans  for  co-operation  on  technical 
organlzatiorui  of  the;  League  of*  Na- 
tions by  representatives  of  Armenui 
and  former  Russian  States,  though 
these  States  are  not  admitted  to  full 
membership  in  the  League,  were  dis- 
cussed by  the  Assembly, 

The  Assembly  also  continued  lay- 
ing a  working  basis  for  the  League, 
which  would  enable  it  to  function  as 
efficiently  as  possible,  pending  the 
time  necessary  to  get  a  clear  inter- 
pietatlon  of  various  matters  and  note 
the  practical  effects  of  the  intricate 
system  by  which  the  Assembly  and 
Council  dovetail. 

The  most  enthusiastic  supporters 
of  the  League  now  admit  there  aie 
problems  in  the  covenant  which  seeia, 
for  the  moment  at  least,  be^^nd.  so- 
lution, since  it  is  impossible  to  tell 
how  present  arrangements  will  work 
out.  The  general  policy  seems  to  be 
to  let  time  work  out  a  solution  of 
some  problema. 

The  Assembly  approved  the  de- 
cision of  the  committee  on  relations 
between  the  Assembly  and  the  Coun- 
cil for  the  elimination  of  the  entire 
paragraph  of  its  report  which  pro- 
vided that  the  Assembly  had  no 
power  to  take  up  questions  within 
the  etoluelve  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Council. 

Delegate  Rowell,  of  Canada,  who 
mad«  the  report,  pointed  out  that  the 
elimination  did  not  change  the  pres- 
ent relations  between  the  Council  .ind 
the  Assembly,  he  remarked,  but  were 
more  explanatorjr  of  the  covenant.

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Congress  Assembles  in  Brief 
Session  to  Listen  to  Mr.  Wil- 
son's Last  Opening  Address 
— Sent  by  Messenger 


WASHINGTON.  Dec.  7.  —  Both 
Houses  of  Congress  were  in  brief  ses- 
sion today  to  hear  President  Wilson's 
annual  message.  It  was  read  by  the 
clerk,  Mr.  Wilson  having  heeded  the 
advice  of  his  physician  not  to  appear 
In  person  to  present  his  recom- 
mendations. 

The  galleries  in  Senate  and  House 
were  crowded.  These  crowds  were 
drawn  by  the  chance  that  .the  Presi- 
dent might  appear  in  person,  or  the 
possibility  that  his  message  might 
touch  upon  the  League  of  Nations 
question  or  his  own  approaching  re- 
t trement  to  private  life,  but  they  were- 
disappolnted. 

Reconimendatlons 

President  Wilson's  concrete  recom- 
mendations to  Congress  were: 

Revision  of  the  tax  laws,  with 
simpUflcatlon  of  the  income  and  pro- 
fits   tax. 

Independence    for    the    Philippines. 

A  loan  to  Armenia, 

Economy  In  government  appropria- 
tions and  expenditures  and  creation 
of  a  "workable   budget  system." 

Cold  storage  and  other  laws  affect- 
ing the  cost  of  living,  and  the  federal 
licencing  of  corporations,  as  recom- 
mended in  previous  messages. 

Rehabiliration  and  training  of  dis- 
abled soldiers  and  sailors.  The  I^resl- 
dent  did  not  indorse  a  bonus. 

Nowhere  did  the  President  refer  to 
the  League  of  Nations  or  the  peace 
treaty  flght,  except  perhaps  by  in- 
ference In  his  opening,  when  he 
quoted  Abraham  Lincoln's  wordS: 
"Let  us  have  faith  that  right  makes 
might,  and  In  that  fuith  let  us  dare 
to  do  our  duty  as  we  understand  it." 
Vaif>dlctory 

At  its  close  the  Proaidont  wrote  a 
paragraph  which  might  be  regarded 
as   a  valedictory,   saying: 

"I  have  not  so  much  laid  before 
>t>u  a  series  of  recommendations  as 
sought  to  utter  a  confession  of  faith, 
of  the  faith  in  which  I  was  bred  and 
which  It  is  my  solemn  purpose  to 
stand  by  until  my  last  fighting  day. 
I  believe  this  to  be  the  faith  df 
America,  the  faith  of  the  future  and 
of  all  the  victories  which  await  na- 
tional action  In  the  days  to  come, 
whether  in  AmerlcU  or  elaowhere." 

Democracy,  tlie  president  said,  "Is 
being  put  upon   its  final  test." 

"The  old  world,"  said  he,  "is  suf- 
fering from  a  wanton  rejection  of  the 
principle  of  democracy  and  a  sub- 
stitution of  the  principle  of  auto- 
cracy, as  asserted  in  the  name,  but 
without  the  authority  and  sanction 
of  the  multitude.  This  is  the  time 
of  all  others  when  democracy  should 
prove  Its  purlly  and  its  spiritual 
power  to  prevail.  It  is  purely  the 
manifest  destiny  of  the  United  States 
to  lead  in  the  attempt  to  make  this 
spirit   prevail." 

Two  ways  "in  which  thp  I'nited 
States  nan  asstat  to  accomplisTi  this 
great  object,"  were  outlined  by  the 
President.     They    were: 

First-^By  offering  the  example 
within  her  own  borders  of  the  will 
and  power  of  democracy  to  make  and 
enforce  laws  which  are  unqueptinn- 
ably  Just  and  which  are  equal  In  their 
administration. 

Second — By  standing  for  right  and 
Justice  as  Jtowards  Individual   nations. 

"The  United  SUtcs."  said  the 
President,  "cannot  refuse  this  role  of 
champion  without  putting  the  stigma 
of  rejection  upon  the  great  and  de- 
voted men  who  brought  Its  Bovern- 
m€^nt  into  existence." 

Some  Bnslness  Transarted 

The  message  was  not  read  im- 
mediately In  the  Senate,  which  wait- 
ed until  It  had  disposed  of  routine 
bunln^sn.  Secretary  Tumulty  was 
among  the  spectators  In  tho  Senate, 
occupying  a  seat  on  the  floor.  The 
public  galleries  were  filled  and  fev- 
eral  dlpk^muts  were  present.

These  are   days  of  topsy-turvydoro. 
with    an    approach    to    chaos,    in    the 
political    life    of   some    parts   of    Can- 
ada.    The   electorate    of     several      of 
the    provinces    of    the    Dominion    are 
•egregated  into  groupn,  and  the  views 
of  the   people   are   expounded   by  the 
represenUtlves  they  have  sent  to  nit 
in   the    legisiatlve    bogles.        But    the 
^»respeet»  seem  4o^b»  that  this/etate 
of  affairs,   so    foreign    to   and   incon- 
gruous in  our  system  of  government, 
cannot    laat.     Premier    Drury   of    On- 
tario,   who    is     the      leader      of      the 
agrarians  of  the  province,  apparently 
recognizes  that   his   position   Is   tran- 
sient  and    that    if    he    is   to    maintain 
his    position    as    a    successful    leader, 
there   must  be   a  fusion   with   certain 
other  political  elements.     He  has  sug- 
gested   something    of    the    kind,    but 
y\fia    not    indicated    the   political    fac- 
tions tMtt  might  be  content  to  unite 
with  him.     He  may  be  left  high  and 
dry   in   a   position   of  isolation    if   he 
does    not    act    quickly,    as    a    sugges- 
tion   has   been    made   in   the   province 
of    Ontario     that     the     Conservatives 
and  Liber^  unite  for  the  purpose  of 
meeting   un>n    the    political    Held    the 
embattled   hosts  of  the  Farmers  and 
Laborites.     In    this   province  a   great 
rulf  Is  fixed  between  thoee  two  poll-  , 


Senator  Harding,  President-elect  of 
the  United  States,  is  in  a  peculiar 
position  from  the  point  of  view  of 
people  who  are  accustomed  to  seeing 
the  political  verdict  of  a  country 
acted  upon  without  loss  of  time.  The 
Senator  occupied  a  seat  in  the  cham- 
ber of  which  he  is  a  member  and 
listened  to  a  message  from  Presi- 
dent Wilson.  He  even  made  a  speech 
outlining  his  position  and  the  policies 
he  would  advocate  when  vested  with 
power  and  authority.  He  was  elected 
early  in  November  and  will  not  be 
Inaugurated  until  March  of  next  year. 
This  is  an  illustration  of  the  fact 
that  the  political  machinery  of  the 
United  States  Is  very  ponderous  and 
slow  in  its  movements.  A  long  time 
is  required  to  bring  succetoful  forces 
Into  action.  If  Premier  Oliver's  Gov- 
ernment had  been  defeated  in  the 
recent  elections,  there  would  have 
been  murmurs  of  dissatisfaction  if

LEAVE  ROCHESe  SOON 


Mr.  Justice  Gregory  Receives 
News  That  Recent  Operation 
on  Judge  Hunter  Was  Com- 
plete Success 


Addressing  the .  members  of  the 
local  bar  assembled  in  Supreme  Court 
Chambers.  yesterday,  Mr.  Justice 
Gregory  said  that  the  gentlemen 
present  would  be  Slad  to  hear  that 
Chief  Justce  Gordon  Hunter  was 
maklnc  satisfactory  progress  towards 
recovery  from  the  effects  of  the  re- 
cent operation  performed  upon  him 
in   Rochester,   Minn.  ^ 

Mr.  Justice  OreKory  afterwards  In- 
formed The  ColoDlst  that  he  had  re- 
ceived this  news  direct  from  Roches- 
ter. The  operation  took  place  on  No- 
vember 24  last.  It  was  performed  by 
Messrs.  Mayo  Bros.,  the  Rochester 
surgeons  of  international  repute;  and 
was  for  the  relief  of  a  threat  affec- 
tion from  which  Chief  Justice  Hunter 
has  suffered  for  some  years. 

Mr.  Justice  Gregory  further  addert 
that  according  to  his  information  the 
operation  had  been  a  complete  su;- 
cc8s;  and  that  the  Ch'-' 
expected  to  be  In  condition  to  leave 
Rochester  for  this  city  in  another  Xjno 
weeks.  This  intelligence,  which  will 
be  welcomed  by  the  many  friends  of 
Chief  Justice  Hunter  throughout  the 
Province,  is  the  first  authentic  tid- 
ings of  his  welfare  received  since  he 
left  Victoria  last  month,  in  order  to 
place  himself  under  the  professional 
care  of  the  distinguished  Rochester 
surgeons;  and  is  particularly  reassur- 
ing In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  was  not 
.certain  when  the  Chief  Justice  start- 
ed on  his  journey  whether  or  not  the 
operation    could    be   safely    performed.

The 
learned  Judge  had  already  decided 
that  the  sheriff's  costs  must  be  met 
by  the  plaintiff,  but  Sheriff  Richards 
asked  the  court  to  go  further  and  to 
say  that  these  costs  were  a  liability 
of  the  plaintiff's  solicitor.  The  sher- 
iff said  that  in  accordance  with  a 
court  order  he  had  caused  the  writ 
of  attachment  to  be  executed.  The 
writ  had  been  set  aside,  but  the  costs 
had   still   to    be    met.      By   the   provl- 


Mr.  Dagshawe  argued  that  the 
place  was  not  In  hopeless  condition, 
and  that  it  was  not  a  menace  to 
health.

From  what  the 
witness  could  gather  the  battle  of 
Fantan  Alley  had  been  a  general  en- 
gagement, however;  and  suitable  ar- 
rangements had  been  made  to  accom- 
modate any  Chinese  gentleman  who 
did  not  happen  to  approve  of  the 
slant  of  any  other  Chinese  gentle- 
man's eyes.

Mr.  C.  H.  O'HaHoran.  acting  !n  be- 
half of  the  Banneld  ^'illherles.  Umit- 
ed.  came  before  .Mr.  Justice  Gregory, 
sitting  in  Supreme  Court  Chambers 
yesterday,  with  an  application  for  an 
injunction  again-it  certain  Japanese 
fishermen,  to  restrain  the  latter  from 
ticlllng  fish  already  packed  at  Banfield, 
without  first  protecting  the  company, 
at  the  rate  of  $6  per  ton  of  herring, 
in  accordance  with  a  contract  exist- 
ing between  the  company  and  the 
Japanese.  .  Mr.  R.  C.  Lowe,  on  lie  half 
of  the  fishermen,  opposed  the  appli- 
cation, on  the  grounds  that  the  com- 
pany haa  not  produced  in  court  suffl- 
clent  material  to  Justify  the  learned 
Judge  in  granting  It.  Counsel,  how- 
ever, was  willing  to  give  an  undertak- 
ing In  the  name  of  his  clients  satlB- 
factory  to  the  company,  and  on  this 
urvderttanding  the  application  was  ad- 
journed. 

•Mr.  O'Halloran  said  that  the  Ban- 
field  Fisheries,  I^imited,  had  entered 
Into  a  contract  with  Biidztikl,  Shen- 
owra  and  Aura,  three  Japanese  fish- 
ermen, wl^ereby  the  latter  tindertook 
to  produce  2,000  tpns  of  herring  at 
Hantleld.  between  last  October  and 
ne.xt  February.  They  wore  to  use  the 
company'H  boats  and  plant,  and  to 
pay  tho  company  >fi  per  ton  of  herrin? 
therefor.  A  penalty  clause  in  the 
agreenfent  provided  that  if  the  Jap- 
anese failed  to  produce  1,000  tons  of 
herring,  they  were  to  pay  as  damages 
to  tlA  company  $6  per  ton  for  every 
ton  less  than  a  thousand. 

Tons  of  Herrlnff 

Counsel  said  that  the  company  was 
^Uftfflng  tiiat  the  J^^paneae  had  ceased 
li.shhii;  oporullonK.  They  had  pro- 
duced up  to  date  only  300  tons  of 
herring,  and  consequently  were  700 
tons  short  of  the  1,000  tons  agreed 
upon.  The  company  had  issued  a  writ 
for  specific  performance  of  the  con- 
tract, or  in  default  demnges  in  the 
sum  of  $6,000.  And  in  tho  meantime 
the  company  was  afd<lng  for  an  In- 
junction against  the  Japanese,  to  re- 
strain the  latter  from  selling  fish  .al- 
ready p.acked  at  Hanfleld,  unless  and 
until  the  $6  a  ton  agreed  upon  had 
been  paid. 

Mr.  W.  C.  Lowe  said  that  there  was 
nothing  before  the  court  to  show  that 
his  clients  would  fail  to  live  tip  to  the 
terms  of  their  obligations  to  the  com- 
pany. He  would  submit  that  there 
was  no  material  be-fore  the  le.nrned 
Judge  which  would  warrant  the  fsfiii- 
ance  of  the  injunction  asked  for  by 
the  company.  Mr.  .Justice  fSregory 
said  that  the  good  faith  of  Mr.  Lowe's 
clients  could  he  most  satisfactorily 
shown  by  their  readiness  to  give  .in 
tindert.iking  to  pay  the  J6  a  ton  agreed 
upon  as  payment  to  the  company  for 
the  use  of  boats  and  equipment.  After 
consultation  with  his  clients.  'Mr. 
Lowe  Kifid  that  the  latter  were  pre- 
pared lo  give  such  an  undertaking. 
On  this  understanding  the  .application 
was  adjourneil.  the  learned  Judge  re- 
marking that  future  proceedings 
would  depend  upon  the  good  faith 
shown  by  tho  flsh9rmen  in  this 
matter.

Mr.  Day.  at  1606  Flocklnnd  Avenue,  this 
step  being  taken  lo  meet  the  ronven- 
lonee  of  relatives  of  ilio  ileceased.  "Blie 
jury  also  visited  the  spot  on  the  south 
side  of  the  lOmpress  Hotel  where  Mr. 
Day  met  with  Ills  accident  by  falling 
down  an  areaway  alongside  the  hotel 
builjUng. 

Albert  Spencer,  nightwatchnian  at  tho 
hotel,  who  discovered  Mr.  Day  lying  un- 
conscious on  the  concrete  bottom  of  the 
areaway  gave  evidence,'  as  did  also  Drs. 
H.  Ilobertson  and  Tonalin  who  testlHed 
as  to  the  nature  of  the  injuries  received 
and  other  medical  features  of  the  case.

Will  Fill  Craigdarroch  to  Ca- 
pacity, Says  Ottawa,  and 
Others  to  Vancouver  on 
Hospital  Closing 


Despite  the  proteats  of  the  local  ex- 
•ervice  orcanlzatioiu,  it  aeems  prob- 
able that  the  orders  from  Ottawa 
^callln«  for  the  cloeJns  up  of  the  Ke- 
qulmalt  HoeplUl  at  the  end  of  thla 
month  will  be  carried  out  to  the 
letter.  It  has  been  pointed  out  by  the 
local  aaaoclatlona,  particularly  by  the 
Veterans  of  France,  that  the  work  on 
the  drydock,  which  is  given  as  the 
.reason  for  the  closing,  will  not  inter- 
lere  with  the  activities  of  the  hospital 
until  well  into  the  Spring,  Jaut  this 
phase  of  the  question  has  been  ig- 
nored In  the  somewhat  unsatisfactory 
replies  that  have  been  received  from 
the  Federal  authorities.  It  seems 
clear  that  Jt  is  the  intention  of  the 
B.C.R.  department  to  shift  the  sur- 
plus of  patients  to  Vancouver,  It  will 
be  remembered  that  such  a  stop  was 
contemplated  some  months  ago,  but 
'  the  storm  of  protest  against  the  sug- 
gestion forced  its  abandonment. 

Information  regarding  the  removal 
of  patients  to  Vancouver  Institutions 
was  contained  In  a  letter  received 
yesterday  by  the  Veterans  of  Franco 
from  R.  O.  Wheatly.  of  the  S.  C.  R. 
at  Ottawa,   reading: 

I  have  to  thank  you  for  your  letter 
giving  certain  Information  with  refer- 
'   ence  to  the  Jubilee  Hospital.  , 

An  Impression  ncems  to  pr»\-all 
that  a  large  number  of  patients  now 
at  the  Military  Convalescent  Hojipltrtl 
at  Esquimau  will  be  removprl  to  iho 
Jubilee  HoOpital,  but  this  idea  la 
erroneoua  It  might  be  neresBary  to 
move  some  eight  or  ten  jjatients 
there,   but   these   would   be   men   who 

rea<ly  for  tileehi 
whose  condition  would  warrant  thoir 
discharge  In  the  very  near  future. 
Owing  to  the  necessity  of  closing  Es- 
quimau Hospital,  accommodation  has 
been  made  available  at  Cral^darroil'. 
and  It  may  be  necessary  to  move  cer- 
tain selected  cases  to  Shaughnessy. 

I  can  assure  you  that  great  care 
will  be  taken  In  deciding  on  the.se 
transfers,  and  that  the  interests  of 
the  Individual  man  will  In  every  case 
be  considered  as  far  as  circumstances 
will  permit. 

Information  available  Is  to  the  ef- 
fect that  the  S.C.R.  patients  in  Vic- 
toria number  140,  of  whom  90  are 
at  Esquimau  and  50  at  Oraigdarrorh. 
If  the  arrangement  as  outlined  In  the 
Deputy  Mlnlstor's  letter  Is  carried 
through,  after  filling  Craigdarroch  to 
Its  capacity  of  70,  and  sending  the 
10  mentioned  to  the  Jubilee,  there 
would  remain  60  patients  for  whom 
there  would  be  no  accommodation  in 
the  city.  It  Is  then  the  ai>parent  In- 
tention of  the  Dominion  S.  C.  R.  to 
transfer  these  60  patients  to  Rhaugh- 
nessy    Hospital    in    Vancouver.

VANCOUVER,  Dec.  7. — Five  thou- 
sand tons  of  wheat  for  the  United 
Kingdom,  through  the  port  of  Van- 
couver, and  another  five  thousand 
tons  almost  closed,  with  prospects  of 
considerable  additions  to  these  fig- 
ures before  Spring  opens  navigation 
on  the  Oreat  LAkes,  is  the  good  news 
that  was  announced  by  the  Oovern- 
ment  elevator,  the  Alberta  Pacific 
Oraln  Company,  and  the  C.  Oardner 
Johnson  Company  this  morning. 

The  first  cargo  of  three  thousand 
tons  of  wheat  will  be  carried  by  the 
motorship  Buenos  Ayrea  of  the  John- 
son Line  of  StocKholm.  All  told  this 
company  has  already  signed  up  to 
carry  five  thou8an<li  tons  to  the  Old 
Country,  the  grain  having  been  sold 
through  the  Alberta  Pacific  Grain 
Company. 

C.  H.  Lambson,  of  the  traffic  de- 
partment of  the  C.  Qaurdner  Johnson 
Company,  agents  for  the  Johnson 
Line  of  motorshlps,  stated  this  raorn'^ 
ing  that  his  company  had  arranged 
to  carry  five  thousand  tons  of  wheat 
to  England  for  the  elevator  coiApany. 
It  will  be  handled  thnpugh  the  Gov- 
ernment elevator.  '  Three  thousand 
tons  will  bo  loaded  on  the  Buenos 
Axres  In  December,  and  the  remain- 
ing two  thousand  will  be  shipped  In 
February.  Another  lot  of  five  thou* 
sand  tdns  Is  practically  arranged* 

Shipping  men   have  been  busy  for 

2t>me  time  endeavoring  to  obtain 
rain  cargoes  through  Vancouver,  but 
up  until  the  close  of  navigation  on 
the  Great  Lakes  this  haa  been  dif- 
ficult. But  with  the  end  of  transpor- 
tation on  the  Inland  se^  the  grain 
shippers   have    looked   westward. 

Mr.  Lambson,  wno  has  been  study- 
ing the  situation  for  some  months, 
has  Just  returned     from     Ban  Fran- 


olsco,  where  he  went  to  obtain  char- 
ters for  ships  to  carry  grain  to  the 
United  Kingdom  out.  of  Vancouver. 
The  rate  of  the  firs^  five  thousand 
tons  id  $23,  but  Mr.  Lambson  expects 
that  with  so  many  vessels  seeing 
freights  it  will  drop  to  $18  or  $19. 
This  will  add  to  the  Increased  move- 
ment. 

— Oats  alio  are     beginning — to — roll- 


through  here.  The  Government  ele- 
vator has  handled  50,000  bushels  this 
season,  and  expects  a  large  quantity 
to  follow.  This  grain  is  moving  to 
the  United  States.

VANCOUVER.  Dec.  7.— The  Thos. 
Crosby,  the  missionary  vessel  belong- 
ing to  the  Methodist  Board,  was 
wrecked  near  Skidegate,  Queen  Char- 
lotte Islands,  yesterday,  and  is  a  total 
loss.  This  message  was  received  by 
wireless  yesterday,  the  message  stat- 
ing that  all  the  passengers  were  safe. 

Aboard  were  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gordon 
Jolliffe  and  Capt.  William  Oliver,  who 
had  charge  of  the  boat,  tfle  other  two 
being  the  missionaries  carrying  on 
work  in  the  -north.  The  party  left 
Vancouver  about  the  middle  of  Octo- 
ber, went  to  Victoria,  then  to  Prince 
Rupert  a^d  crossed  to  Queen  Char- 
lotte Islands. 

The  Thos.  Crosby  was  the  largest 
of  the  five  missionary  boats  of  the 
Methodist  Church  Board;  and  had 
cost  approximately  $10,000.  Mr. 
Jolliffe,  who  has  a  brother  residing 
in  Vancouver,  was  for  ten  years  on 
the  Rainbow.  , 

While  details  as  to  how  the  acci- 
dent happened  aro  missing.  It  is  pre- 
sumed the  boat  was  caught  In  a  storm, 
and  that  while  the  crew  was  rescued, 
the  mission  boat  had  to  be  left  to  her 
fate.

Have  Right  to  Recompense, 
According  to  Legal  Opinion 


NEW  YORK.  Dec.  7.— Judge  Julius 
II.  Mayer,  in  an  opinion  filed  yester- 
day in  the  United  States  Court  of  Ap- 
peal, declared  that  Gaston.  Williams 
&  Wigmore,  a  New  York  corporation, 
and.  charterers  of  the  freight  steam- 
ship Lord  Dufferin  from  the  Canada 
SS.  Lines,  Ltd.,  which  waa  damaged 
on  February  38,  1919,  when  the 
Cunard  liner  Aquitania  crashed  Into 
it  In  New  York  Bay.  has  a  right  to 
sue  the  Cunard  Line  for  11.700,000 
for  the  loss  of  cargo  and  use  of  the 
vessel. 

Counsel  for  the  Cunard  Line,  while 
admitting  his  client's  blame  for  the 
collision,  objected  to  the  stUt  on  'the 
ground  that  the  charterer  of  the  ves- 
sel had  no  legal  right  to  sue  for  dam- 
ages because  the  vessel  damaged  did 
not  belong  to  him. 

It  is  understood  the  Canada  SS. 
Lines,  Ltd..  w^lch.  according  to  the 
last  edition  of  Lloyd's,  owns  the  ves- 
sel, also  has  a  claim  for  11.000,000 
damages,  sustained  In  the  collision.

^VANCOUVER.  Dec  .7.— A  number 
Of  Important  changea  In  the  flBhlng 
*-»rulatlons  for  the  i921  season  are 
announced  by  Mr.  J;  A;  Motherwell, 
aotlnK  chief  inspector  of  the  Domin- 
ion HHherles  In  British  '  'Columbia, 
.  Who  returned  Sunday  from  Ottawa, 
where  he  conferred  with  department 
officials  rcsaiUlngr  next  year's  policy. 
There  will  be  a  close  season  from 
January  15  to  March  15.  both  dates 
inclusive,  durlnj  which  the  takinp  of 
cod  will  bo  prohibited  in  the  (lulf  of 
Georgia  and  adjacent  waters  between 
the  Amf-rlcan  boundary  on  the  south 
and  a  line  drawn  approximately  east 
ana  west  from  Duval  point.  John- 
ston's Straits,  to  the  westerly  en- 
trance of  Wells   Pass. 

The  outside  boundary  in  th,,  Naas 
River  for  the  purpos.a  of  sockeye 
salmon  gill  net  n.shlnjf  for  the  season 
1921  will  be  a  line  drawn'  from  Bos- 
ton  Islands  to   Parkin    Island. 

The  present  regulations  provide  for 
a  mesh  In  smelt  gill  nets  and  seines 
of  1  Vi  Inches  In  the  former  and  In 
the  latter  of  1  \i  Inches  in  the  wings. 
The  amended  regulations  call  for  a 
mesh  of  not  less  than  one  inch  in 
both  varieties  of  not.  Th©  present 
regulations  call  for  a  mesh  of  not 
lees  thun,  seven  Inches  for  salmon 
flehing  other  than  sockeye.  The  rogu- 
latlon  has  been  amended  to  permit 
Of  a  mesh  of  not  less  than  6^  Inches 
extended    measure. 

The  present  regulations  provide 
that  the  size  of  a  salmon  drag  seine 
■hall  not  exceed  300  fathoms  In 
length  and  the  meah  three  inches,  ex- 
tension measure.  The  amended 
regulation  limits  the  length  of -such 
drag  seine  to  100  fathoms,  and  also 
limits  the  depth  to  180  meshes,  in 
the  past  captains  of  seine  boats  were 
not  licensed.  The  regulations  for 
next  year  provide  that  all  such  cap- 
tains must  obtain  a  license  from  the 
Klsherles  department  before  com- 
mencing operations.  in  order  that 
an  applicant  may  obtain  such  license 
he    must    be   a    Hrltlsh    subject. 

During  the  se.ason  1921  no  refiintls 
of   license  fees  will   be   entertained. 

Apart  from  the  waters  contiguous 
lo  the  American  boundary  at  the 
south  end  of  Vancouver  Island  and 
Portland  Inlet,  no  salrtion  trap  net 
licenses  will  be  issued.     •
